Snialsm being an desi towards which 
we afe working. it 1s natural that there 
should be some dilferences of opsnion in that 
fuiure socuty. Since we are living under 
Capitalem it fs natura! that many people's 
ideas of Socialism should be colored by their 
expersences of life under the present system. 
We must not be surpriced that some who 
recognize the preseat system is bad should 
yet lack the imagination ‘o realive the posst- 
bility of abolishing all the institutions of 
Capitalist socrety. Nevertheless Lnere can be 
no real advantage in setting up a half-way- 
house to ewoaalam. A combination of Social- 
am aod Capitalism would produce all sorts 
of injustice, difficulty and waste. [hose who 
happen w suffer under the anwniahes would 
conunually struggie for a return to the old 
sysicm. 

Full and compiets Socialism entails the 
total wbolition of money, buying and selling. 
and the wages system. 

li rucans the community must set itself the 
task of providing rather more than the peo- 
ple cana use of all (he things that (he people 
need and deaite, and of supphy mg these when 
and as the people require them. 

Agy system by which the buying and eel- 
lng system 1s retained means thc employ- 
ment of vast sections of the populauon in 
unysoductive wok. 11 leaves the productive 
work to be done by one portion of the pecple 
whilst the other portion 16 spending tts ene: - 
wics i keeping shop, banking. making 
adverusements and al) the various develop- 
ments of commerce whicb, in fact, emplov 
muce than two-thirds of the people today. 

Given the money system, the wage system 
us inevitable. [f thiogs needed and desired are 
otiaunable oniy by payment those who do 
he work must be paid in order that they may 
olain the orcans of life The wage system 
entails such mmstituaons as the old-age pen- 
won, 6ick and unempicyment insurance and 
widow's cenmons, ot the Pucr Law, and 
probabty plas the Poor Law.

A “crowd” (to use the terminology of the 
Saskatchewan “Commonwealth") of 1.000 
attended an NDP convention to pick @ can- 
didate for the Nov. [9th poll. 

Stan Hovdebo. the chosen one said. 

1 believe in a society where equality is 
not only desirable, but possible. 

A society where social equality is desirable 
describes present society: capitalism. a class 
divided svstem where the exptoited majority 
vaguely longs for classless democracy. a per- 
centage of whom think the NDP 1s the vehi- 
cle for achieving thisend. The Soctalist Party 
of Canada has known since the Ca-cperative 


ductive work to do purely administrative 
work. Thus useless toil 1s manufactured, and 
the burden of non-producers maintained by 
the productive workers is increased. 

Moreover social conditions are preserved 
wtuch are quite out of harmony with Cm- 
munist fraternity. The wage system makes 
the worker's life precarious. The payment of 
wages entails the power to dismiss the 
worker by an official or officials. 

So tung as the money system remains, 
each productive enterprize must be run on a 
paying basis. Therefore it wil] tend to arm at 
eniploying as few workers as possible, in 
order to spend less on wages. [t will also tend 
to dismiss the less efficient worker wha 
becomming unemployed, becomes less effi- 
cient. Thus an unemployable ciass tends to 
grow up. 

The existence of a wage system almost 
inevitably leads tu unequal wages; overtime, 
bonuses, highe: pay for work requiring spe- 
cal qualifications. Class disunctions are 
purely differences of education, material 
cormfort and environment 

Buying and selling by the Government 
opene the door to officia) corruption. To 
check that, high salamed positions are 
crested 10 order that those occupying them 
have too much to lose ta make pilforing and 
jobbery worth while.
